What better way to begin the 
new year than by celebrating Isaac 
Asimov, whose creative imagination 
brought new worlds into being 
through his science fiction r and 
whose ability to elucidate difficult 
scientific concepts in his science 
nonfiction made this world more 
understandable. One of the most 
ingen ious and prolific authors ever, 
Isaac Asimovs nearly 500 books can 
be found in every Dewey Decimal 
System category except Philosophy 
He was bom January 2, 1920, 
Br Smolensk , Russia. His parents 
immigrated to Brooklyn, iY X, in 
1923 and opened a candy store , 
where young Isaac was fascinated 
by the science fiction magazines 
they stocked. He graduated from 
Columbia University at the age of 
19; eventually he became a professor 
of biochemistry at Boston University 
with which he remained affiliated 
ei/en after he turnedfrom teaching 
to full-time writing. He was 
known for his wide range of interests 
and wicked sense of humor His 
statement that “Those people who 
think they know everything are a 
great annoyance to those of us who 
do t m was meant to be amusing but 
actually is not so far off the mark; 
his breadth of knowledge was truly 
encyclopedic , Isaac Asimov died on 
~ fi 16. 1992.

February has been designated 
as American Heart Month by 
presidential proclamation every 
year since 1964, and so it seems 
fitting this month to celebrate tu/o 
pioneers who made outstanding 
contributions to the field of heart 
surgery shortly after that first 
proclamation: Drs. Christiaan 
Barnard and Michael DeBakey. 

In 1966, Dr. Michael DeBakey 
of Baylor University College of 
Medicine, Texas, performed the 
successful implantation into 
a human being of an artificial 
heart, and in 1967 Dr. Christiaan 
Barnard of the University of 
Cape Town, South Africa, led 
the surgical team that carried out 
the first human-to-human heart 
transplant. Bom September 7, 
1908, in Louisiana, Dr. DeBakey 
was also responsible for the creation 
of MASH units during World War 
II and, in 1963, the first coronary 
bypass surgery. He died July 11, 
2008, in Houston. Dr. Barnard, 
bom in South Africa, perfected 
his transplantation technique by 
practicing for many years, mainly 
on dog. He traveled extensively 
and treated thousands of patients 
at no cost to them. He died at 
Paphos, Cyprus, on September 2, 

01. Countless lives have been 
saved as a result of the work of these 
two great surgeons.

Every Child Ready to Read 
has identified Narrative 
Skills as one of the 6 pre- 
reading skills research 
has shown children must 
have in order to be able 
to learn to read. You can 
work on this skill at home 
by encouraging your child 
to participate as you read a 
story. Research shows that 
how adults read to children 
is as important as how often 
children listen to stories. 
Ask questions about what is 
happening on the page so 
that your child becomes the 
teller of the story. Use the 
pictures to ask about colors, 
numbers, animal names 
and sounds, and so on. Ask 
open ended questions to 
encourage your child to 
talk about the pictures on 
the page, unrelated to the 
story itself. Ask questions 
that help the child relate the 
pictures or the story to his 
own experiences and talk 
about them. This is called 
Dialogic Reading and is 
another technique to help 
your child develop Narrative 
Skills. If your child doesn't 
answer your question, you 
may prompt him, or answer 
for him, but then encourage 
him to repeat what you 
have said. Count slowly to 
five before you answer for 
him to allow him time to 
answer. And as always, have 
fun!

Frontiersman Wyatt Earp achieved 
legendary status as a result of his 
part in the famous gunfight at the 
OK Corral in Tombstone, Arizona, 
in 1881, in which three members 
of the notorious Clanton gang 
were shot down by Wyatt, three 
of his brothers, and their friend 
Doc Holliday. Controversy arose 
as to whether this was murder or 
justifiable homicide, but Wyatt 
stated many years later that "with 
the deaths of... the Clantons ... 
^*ad the rest, organized, politically 
^ otected crimes and depredations 
in Cochise County ceased... Were it 
to be done over again, I would do 
exactly as l did at that time. ” Bom 
March 19, 1848, Wyatt worked 
at many quintessential^ Western 
jobs: stagecoach guard, card dealer, 
buffalo hunter, saloonkeeper, and 
prospector, but it was his role as 
U.S. marshal in Tombstone that 
has made him one of the iconic 
figures of the West in the decades 
after the Civil War, together 
with Annie Oakley, Sitting Bull, 
Geronimo, and Kit Carson. He 
died peacefully at home in Los 
Angeles, CA on January 13, 1929.

March Blurb: Phonological Awareness 

Phonological Awareness is one of the six essential 

early literacy skills your child must know in order 
to learn to read. Children need to be able to hear 
the sounds in letters and words. Being able to 
rhyme words is an important part of Phonological 
Awareness. Children who have heard and played 
with rhyme from a young age have a better developed 
phonological awareness and an 
easier time learning to read. 
■ ^ f n ^ nrs an d very young children 

should hear rhyme often—in 
nursery rhymes, songs, chants, 
and stories. As they get older, 
they should be able to tell when rwo words rhyme 
and then be able to name a word that rhymes with 
another. You can help your child learn this important 
skill! 

Make up rhyming riddles with your child using 
peoples names, kinds of food, or whatever else 
sounds like fim. Nonsense rhymes arc fine, too. Or 
play a game like “I Spy” Look around you and pick 
something out, such as the wall: 

I spy, with my little eye, 

Something that rhymes with ball. 

If your child has a hard time guessing the word, give 
some hints that describe it. Keep it fun! 

The library can help too! Most locations offer 
monthly programs for preschoolers that focus on 
early literacy. Also, many childrens books feature 
rhyme. You and your child can have fun reading 
them and playing with the rhymes, making up new 
rhymes for the words in the books. After reading a 
rhyming book all the way through, go back and talk 
about the words that rhyme. Or play rhyming games 
with pictures on the page. This activity can be done 
whether or not the book rhymes and with or without 
a book. Children can say whether or not two sounds 
rhyme; older children can make up new rhymes. 
Ask your librarian for suggestions and have fun with 
rhyme!

" This July will mark the 50th 
anniversary of the day I first set foot 
on the shores of Lake Tanganyika, in 
what is now Tanzania, to embark 
on a behavioral study of the wild 
chimpanzees of Gombe. The research I 
began. ..has taught the world so much, 
not just about chimpanzees, our closest 
living relatives t but also about human 
behavior, the transmission of diseases like 
HIV, how to help women in developing 
countries, how to address population 
pressures, how to resolve the perceived 
conflict between humans and nature, 
and much more. In short, our work 
has resulted in more stable communities 
can resist the hinds of destabilizing 
influences so prevalent in the developing 
world...as a result of our efforts to 
save the chimpanzees of Gombe, we 
have learned a great deal about what 
it takes to prevent the destruction of 
tropical forests... These efforts, therefore,

ask questions that require a one word answer or 
pointing, such as, “Show me the green ball.” or 
“What is that?” Repeat your child’s answer and 
add to it; “Yes that is a truck, a big red fire truck.” 

S3 As your child gets older, ask open ended questions 
that will encourage your child to talk, such as 
“What’s happening here?” or, “How do you think 
that boy is feeling?” Relate questions first to what 
is happening in the story and then expand, such 
as, “I wonder what will happen next?” or, “How 
will that cat get down from the tree?” or, “What 
would you do if...?” 

0 Also, relate the pictures or what is happening in 
the story to your own child’s experiences. Ask, 
“Do you remember when...What happened?” or, 
“When have you felt scared?” 

• Dialogic reading helps develop vocabulary and 
narrative skills. Research shows that this type of 
reading significantly improves a child’s language 
development. Research also shows that the best 
effects come when you do it with one child at a time. 
You are your child’s best teacher!

ROBERT E. PEARY MAKE YOURSELF AT HOME IN... 


Arctic explorer Robert E. Peary attained 
a major scientific goal and the pinnacle 
of his life’s ambition when he became 
the first man to reach the North Pole 
101 years ago. Bom May 6, 1856, 
and of an adventurous nature since 
childhood, he joined the U.S. Navy 
Civil Engineers Corps in 1881 after 
graduating from Bowdoin College. 
Trained as an engineer, he began his 
career in the tropics, as a surveyor for 
the Inter-Oceanic Canal Survey in 
Nicaragua . But after reading about the 
ice of Greenland, he became intrigued 
by Earth’s other climatic extreme, 
Arctic. He made several trips to 

^ renland (it was he who discovered 
that it was an island) in preparation 
for his major target, reaching the 
North Pole. He then made eight Arctic 
expeditions, all of which failed to get 
him to the Pole, but he never became 
discouraged despite temperatures 
reaching 60 degrees below zero, the long 
dreary Arctic night, the lack of contact 
with civilization for months on end, 
the extremely hard and heavy work of 
hauling supplies over the frozen ocean 
amidst the cacophony of 133 dogs, and 
the loss of eight toes to frostbite. Finally 
he was successful Perseverance paid 
off, and Peary was able to exclaim, 
m The Pole at last!!! The prize of three 
centuries, my dream and ambition 
for 23 years. Mine at last....* Though 
physically depleted by his explorations, 
Peary died a happy man in 1920.

June 25 marks the anniversary of 
one of the most controversial battles 
in US military history. The Battle 
of Little Bighorn resulted from an 
attempt by the US. Army in 1876 
to force the Cheyenne and Sioux 
Indians onto reservations. It ended 
in the annihilation of Custer and his 
entire command and became known 
as “Custer jr Last Stand" although 
overwhelming US, retaliation against 
the Sioux ensured that the battle was 
their last stand as well. To this day 
no one is entirely certain of the reasons 
k Custers defeat; it remains a subject 
heated debate, George Armstrong 
Custer was bom in 1839; he graduated 
from West Point (last in his class); was 
active fighting the Civil War; then won 
further fame fighting Indians in the 
southern Great Plains region.

Highlighting the 

Life and Times of 



John Paul Jones, known as Father 
of the American Navy, was bom in 
Kirkcudbrightshire, Scotland, on July 6, 
1747\ Upon finishing his schooling at 
the age of 12, he went to sea and spent 
the next 14 years learning the ways of 
the sea aboard various merchant ships, 
including slavers. On December 3, 
1775 » he began his naval career on the 
Alfred, the first ship purchased by the 
newly organized Continental Congress, 
and he continued to serve throughout 
course of the American Revolution. 

^B)ile sailing in French waters, his 
Ranger was the first American ship 
flying the Stars and Stripes to receive 
a foreign salute. The high point of his 
career occurred under his command of 
the Bonhomme Richard (named after 
Benjamin Franklin). On September 
23 , 1779, off the Yorkshire coast, Jones 
engaged the Senapis, British escort of 
a large convoy During this battle 
Jones, asked by the British captain if he 
wished to surrender, replied, V have not 
yet begun to fight, "and thereupon went 
on to win the engagement. After the 
Revolution the Navy was disbanded, 
and Jones and his fellow officers were 
discharged Subsequently he served in 
the Russian navy for a time. In 1792 
Jones died alone in Paris. It was not 
until 1905 that his body was brought 
to the United States with full 
Dnors. He is buried at the US. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, MD.

LETTER KNOWLEDGE

Herman Melville was bom August 1, 1819, 
in New York City, the son of a fur and felt 
importer. His ancestors included several 
prominent leaders of the American Revolu¬ 
tion. A bout of scarlet fever suffered Os a 
child left him with extremely poor eyesight, 
but he managed to finish school and become 
a teacher in Pittsfield Massachusetts, He 
had hoped to attain a post with the Erie 
Canal Project, but was unsuccessful and in- 
stead commenced a career as a sailor aboard 
tling ships, at the same time beginning 
to write. In 1844, his familys fortunes 
improved to the point that he was able to 
concentrate entirely on his writing making 
use of his experiences in the South Seas in 
stories like Typet and Omoo, which were 
great successes. However, his most renowned 
work, Moby Diek, which he was inspired 
to write as a result of his friendship with 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, received little praise 
at the time of its publication (185If After 
publishing The Confidence Man in 1857, 
Melville devoted himself for the mostpart to 
poetry and lecture tours. It was not until his 
second son died in 1886 that he returned to 
writing prose. He completed Billy Budd 
shortly before his death in 1891, though 
it was not published until 1924. Its ap¬ 
pearance revived MetviUes popularity with 
both readers and critics, and he is today 
recognized as one of Americas major writers.

On September 21, 1981, Sandra Day 
O'Connor received unanimous approval 
from the United States Senate to become 
the first female justice of the United States 
Supreme Court . Twenty-nine years earlier 
in 1952, though a graduate of Stanford 
Law School and member of the Stanford 
Law Review, no law firm would hire her 
because she was a woman (one did offer her a 
position as a legal secretary!). In December, 

# 2, she married fellow Stanford graduate 
i / O’Connor, and after several years 
in Germany working for the US. Army, 
they moved to the Phoenix, Arizona, area. 
During the 1960s she worked as assistant 
attorney generalfor the state . In 1969 she 
was appointed by Arizonas governor to the 
state senate to fill a mcancy and in 1972 
she became the Republican senate major¬ 
ity leader. In 1974, she was elected to the 
position of judge in the Maricopa County 
Superior Court , In 1979, she was selected to 
serve on the states court of appeals. Always 
active in Republican politics, she seemed the 
perfect choice for President Ronald Reagan 
to fulfill his campaign promise to nominate 
a woman to the Supreme Court . She became 
kno wn there as a moderate and pragmatic 
conservative who carefully researched each 
case rather than simply folbwinga political 
agenda. She retired January 3h 2006 , to w 1 
care for her ailing husband. ™ »

JAMES COOK 


James Cook, bom October 2?\ 1728, in 
Yorkshire, England, was one of history's most 
notable naval explorers and navigators. He 
began his career surveying the coasts around 
Newfoundland and Labrador, with such 
accuracy that his charts were used until the 
early 20th century. He was responsible for 
charting much of the Pacific, including all 
of New Zealand the eastern coast ofAus¬ 
tralia, and the northern edge of Antarctica, 
^^^discovered New Zealand the Hawaiian 
^nlands (which he named the Sandwich 
Islands), Christmas Island, and many 
o ther islands . In every case, he claimed the 
land for England thereby greatly enlarging 
Britain's empire. A wealth of scientifically 
valuable material was collected during his 
voyages, and despite their great length. Cook 
was able to keep his crew from the scourge 
of scurvy by adhering to the new theory 
that citrus fruits would prevent it His last 
voyage was an attempt to find the fabled 
Northwest Passage across northern America; 
he finally concluded that the venture was 
futile and turned back, reaching Hawaii in 
1779. There, becoming involved in an al¬ 
tercation over a stolen boat, he was killed by 
Polynesian natives on February 14, 1779. 
His fame had spread far beyond England; 
Benjamin Franklin admired him so much 
that he offered him a safe passage through 
American waters during the Revolutionary

Bounce your child to famil¬ 
iar nursery rhymes, too, such as 
Humpty Dumpty, The Grand 
Old Duke of York, or To Market 
To Market. Ask your librarian for 
additional suggestions. You can 
also sing most nursery rhymes. If 
you re not sure of a melody, try 
the tune to “100 Bottles of Beer 
on the Wall* It works! Children 
will hear the individual sounds in 
the words even better when they 
are sung because each syllable in 
a word is given its own note. As 
you bounce your child to rhymes, 
they hear and feel the rhythm in 
the music and in the words. This 
is the beginning of Phonological 
Awareness.

WILL ROGERS 

Will Rogers was the best loved, best known 
and best paid media star of the 1920s and 
1930s. He starred on Broadway and in 
71 movies, and he wrote more than 4,000 
syndicated newspaper columns and six 
books. He was a popular radio broadcaster, 
and his roping skills with the lariat were 
beyond compare; in fact, he began his show 
business career in wild west shows and on 
the vaudeville stage, where he combined 
his rope tricks with such pungent, witty 
and wise observations as: “Lettiri the cat 
out of the bag is a lot easier than puttin' it 
back in; 9 °People who fly into a rage always 

• y f a bad landing; * K If stupidity got us in 
mess; why can't it get us out?* But he is 
best known for stating that "..J never yet 
met a man that / didn't like. 9 His whole 
life reflected this sentiment. He sensed as a 
goodwill ambassador to Mexico, honorary 
mayor of Beverly Hills, California, and 
he expended much time and effort raising 
funds for the Red Cross and the Salvation 
Army and other disaster relief He regarded 
himself as a humanitarian, loyal American, 
proud Cherokee Indian, and faithful hus¬ 
band and father. He was bom November 
4,1879 on a much in Indian Territory that 
later became Oklahoma. He was killed 
doing one of the things he loved best, flying, 
when his plane, piloted by his good friend 
Wiley Post, crashed near Point Barrow, 
Alaska on August 0, 1935 .

A few minutes a day 
is fine if Baby is fussy and uninterested. Even 
when Baby chews on a board book, he or she 
is having fun with a book. Gendy take the 
book and share a page or two—or the whole book if Baby wants. 
Its important to keep reading fun because children who have good 
experiences with reading aloud activities and books are more likely 
to want to leam to read than children who don’t have these positive 
experiences.

WILLA CATHER DECEMBER GOODIES 


Willa Gather, celebrated for her chronicles 
of life on the Great Plains frontier, was bom 
in Virginia in 1873 * She and her fam¬ 
ily moved to Red Cloud, Nebraska, when 
she was 9 years old, and there she came to 
know the pioneering immigrants who were 
struggling to carve out homesteads in this 
new land .

Her first 
novel, Alexander's Bridge, appeared in 
1912, followed in 1913 by O Pioneers!, the 
first of her novels to highlight the Midwest¬ 
ern prairie, her a home pasture, * In 1918 
she published My Antonia, considered by 
many critics to be her masterpiece, and in 
1923 she won the Pulitzer Prize for One 
of Ours.

PRINT AWARENESS 

Print Awareness is a skill your child must 
have in order to learn to read. Its making 
the connection between letters and words in 
print and the word itself. Its realizing that 
words represent real thin^, Its also noticing 
that print is all around us. You can help your 
child develop this important skill: 

* Point out environmental print—words that are part of 
everyday life, like signs and labels. 

* When you are reading to your child, occasionally run 
your finger under the print as you say it. This helps chil¬ 
dren understand that you are reading the text, not the 
pictures. 

* When choosing books for a very young child, choose 
those with dear pictures of things that are familiar to 
him or her. Talk about the object in the picture and then 
show your child the real thing if possible. She/he will 
begin to make the connection between pictures and real 
things and then between words and the actual item. 

* Writing helps children make the connection between 
the written and spoken word. Encourage your child to 
write. You both could make a shopping list together.
